At Port Lyautey on the edge of the desert, 
where the Mediterranean join* the Atlantic, k 
one of the b est examples 
Here the U..S naval 
off iters, trained to man b attleships and airplane 
carrier*, have won friend* galore for the T’nited 
State* and have definitely influenced American 
policy.

.Navy men hav%done this in the ancient yet 
new nation of Morocco, steeped in tradition a* 
old as the prophet .Mohamed. 
now toddling with 
proud though hesitant footsteps as one of the 
newest nations in the world I» ng under French 
rult. long chafing against western imperialism. 
It could slip into the Soviet twHhrt without too 
much nudging. 
King Mohamed V, b enevolent monarch of Mo­ 
rocco, however, is one who c^pos» communism. 
To atrengthen his hand, he was given a trium­ 
phant tour through the Tinned State« , marred 
slightly b y the illness of President Eisenhower 
m Novemb er, He arrived b ack in Morocco the 
same day I arrived here with the Harlem Glob e­ 
trotters and a group of entertainers io mak« 
Chrustmas happier for U.S. troop« . 
Tw* Nav al Ainbaeaadass 
Fven hefoTP their king returned, however, fh« 
people of Morocco had read in great detail 
ab out the wonders of America, its friendly peo­ 
ple, its democracy, its tall b uildings, its Sunday 
newspapers—some of the mo.st glowing accounts 
of the U.S.A. ever pub li.shed Neither Americans 
nor Moroccans know it, b ut this was the b ack­ 
stage work of two naval officers—Capí. Christian 
du Borg of SusanviUe. Calif., commander at Pori 
Lyautey, and his pub lic information aide, Lieut. 
Comdr. Leon Blair of Lub b ock, Tex 
Together they arranged for 14 Moroccan news­ 
men to visit the United States Result: A total 
<rf 8.0UO column inches of laudatory news ab out 
the U S.A. These news accounts even pu.shed the 
disastrous failure of project Vanguard at Cape 
Canaveral off the front pages. 
Actually, du Borg and Blair had a hard time 
putting the newspaper trip across with the State 
Department. This took some selling. In the end, 
however. Commander Blair went with the Moroc­ 
can newsmen to the United States. He took 
them to tlie giant Norfolk. Va.. naval b ase, to 
impress them with the .Navy s power to b ack 
up its over.seas b ases; through the printing estab ­ 
lishment 
tlie .Norfolk Ledger Dispatch: and 
let them mingle with American newsmen as 
President Eisenhowtr welcomed King Mohamed. 
*‘We would have b een ab le to tap President 
Eisenhower on the shoulder as he pavssed,” com­ 
mented m t correspondent, impressed with the 
freedom <rf the American press 
They were surprised to find they could walk 
through the Pentagon, which, they noted, wn- 
tained many priceless secrets. 
“No one asked us for our credentials.” they 
informed the Moroccan people in their sub se­ 
q uent accounts 
No laiwb reaking 
Turned down in b uying whisky in Washington, 


D C., on a Sunday, they a^ked the waitress to 
serve it in coff^'e cup.s. 
“She gave us a look which seeim'd to 
n a y ttiat 
she wouldn’t countenance such an lib omination.” 
they reported to the Moroccan people in respect 
for law enforcement. 
Particularly impressed with American news­ 
papers, they noted that they were 20 centi­ 
meters thick, for only 20 cents. contami*d special 
magazines, theatridal sections, « ports, classified 
ads. and that a Washington paper even adver­ 
tised three churches for ^ale, one with 130 seat« 
for $« 5,000. 
People-to-People Friendship 
This pUgnrnagc to America however, is only 
part of the people-to-puople iriendnhip campaign 
the Navy and the Air Force have b een conduct­ 
ing in .Morocco and all over the Mediterranean. 
Here in Port Lyautey. Captain du Borg opened 
up the U.S. naval b ase on armed forces day to 
let the local .Morw'can populace have a friendly 
look at the b ase that was protecting them. 
Previou.sly, under the French, the b ases had 
b een under tight security. But the entire city 
was invited b y CajHain du Borg to come for a 
VLSit. 
When the carrier Forreartal was in port. Captain 
du Borg also invited the crown prince of .Morocco, 
Moulay Ha.ssan, ab oard fm* a demonstration of 
American jet fighters in action. The prince sat 
spellb ound for hours as naval jets took off from 
and landed on the carrier’« dtick with precision

How to do it—how to drive a

1* the prob lem facing Congress 
next year. 
This year we went in for b igger 
car« that b urned more gas that 
cost more money. We b ought fan­ 
cier homes and appliances and 
b etter clothes We put more mon­ 
ey in the b ank. We longed for a 
tax cut. We were well fed and 
content. 
We slowed down missile-making 
to save on overtime. We went 
less than all-out on satellites and 
missiles, forgetting the effect the 
Russians’ missiles and Sputniks 
would have on the rest of the 
world if they got their earth-cir- 
clers aloft first. 
The Kremlin could do as it 
pleased. It could, as it did in the 
past, sacrifice generations to win 
the future. It could tell the Ru.s 
Sian people what they could and 
couldn’t have, 
.And it did. It left them on a 
living scale far b elow ours while 
It 
pumped 
Its 
b rains and re­ 
source» into weapons which, un- 


le; 
we woke up, would leave u« 
at their mercy someday. 
It isn’t the first time something 
like this happened to us. II hap­ 
pened in the 1930s—although we 
were .struggling out of a depres- 
.ston then—when Hitler was arm­ 
ing and frankly threatening to 
take over the world. 
We sat b y then, unarmed and 
unarming, hiding b ehind the mi­ 
rage of isolation, hoping that if 
we didn’t look he might go away. 
We were lucky then. On our side 
we had time and distance. 
When he did strike we had— 
b etween us and him—an Atlntic 
Ocean and friends in Europe who 
took his b lows to give us time to 
come to our senses and b uild up 
enough strength to strangle him. 
But our isolation is gone. Rus­ 
sian mis.siles soon should b e ab le 
to span the ocean in minutes. If 
the new kind of war comes we U 
either b e ready or have to b e 
ready to die We don’t know now 
how much time we have to get 
ready. 


When a democracy like this one 
get* into crises—as has happened 
in past wars—we as a people vol­ 
untarily vote away some lib erties 
and freedoms in order to get them 
b ack b y overcoming the crise.s. 
If the cold war with Russia lasts 
long enough, and b ecome.* intense 
enough, it’s possib le we may feel 
it necessary to sacrifice some lib ­ 
erties even b efore a shot is fired. 
It is even possib le, in the strug­ 
gle for survival against dictator­ 
ship. that we might vote ourselves 
i n t o 
a 
dictatorship, 
although 
there’s no sign now that such a 
drastic step will b e necessary. 
It's the task of Congress to see 
that doesn’t b ecome necessary b y 
devising ways, within a still func­ 
tioning and free society, to match 
the concentrated power of a dic­ 
tatorship b y the voluntary efforts 
of democratic people. • 
This next year will b e a memor­ 
ab le. perhaps a decisive one in 
American history, although its fi­ 
nal achievements, or failures, may 
not show up for years.

Now one can telephone from the sky! Tele­ 
phone companies have announced that the na­ 
tion’s first air-to-ground services has b een in­ 
augurated on a limited b asis. 
A select group of airplanes flying from Chicago 
to Detroit will b e eq uipped so passengers can 
telephone anywhere in the nation. 
The ob jective is to determine the feasib ility of 
estab lishing regular air-ground pub lic telephone 
service on a more widespread b asis. The experi­ 
mental service was authorized b y the Federal 
Communications Commission for a one year 
period. 
Special aviation operators in the two cities re­ 
ceive tb e calls from a radius of UX> miles of 
b oth cities. They wiU connect airplane calls 
with the nationwide telephone system. Callers 
on the ground can also call the airplanes. Rates 
for the calls range from $1.50 to $5.25 for three 
minutes. Chances are that most of the calls 
will b e strictly b usiness, emergency or curiosity. 
Telephone service to b oats (ship to shore) 
was inaugurated in 1942, phone service tor trams 
and cars ui 1946, and now one may telej^one 
from earth to the heavens.

An exceedingly difficult q ues­ 
tion comes from M. T., who asks 
for my opinion on what I consider 
a “favorab le” climate for a per­ 
son who has chronic Hponchiti.s. 
Unfortunately, it is not possib le 
to come right out and say that 
someone 
afflictt>d 
with 
chronic 
b ronchitis will get completely well, 
or even improve remarkab ly, if 
he will only move to such and 
such a place. This holds true also 
for a numb er of other ailments 
which are sometimes •onsiderab ly 
affected b y the climate of resi­ 
dence. I shall have to discuss this 
matter, 
therefore, 
in 
general 
terms. 
A few diseases are more com­ 
mon in some climates than in 
others. B’or example, there are 
fewer 
people 
who .suffer from 
sinus infections or from rheumatic 
fever in tropical and sub tropical 
parts of the world than in the 
stormier regions farther north. 
Moving from one climate may 
result either in an improvement 
or w'orsening of a particular ail­ 
ment. This is pierhaps particularly 
true for the diseases involving the 
nose, throat and lungs; that is.

Some b ronchitis and sinus suf­ 
ferers. for example, improve In 
parts of the southwest, like Phoe­ 
nix and Tucson in Arizona, where­ 
as others may actually b ecome 
worse in those regions. Southern 
California and Florida are aLso 
popular areas. 
"rhe prob lem is complicated b y 
the fact that some sufferers from 
any one of these disorders do well 
in one place and not in another. 
Conseq uently, anyone who is con­ 
sidering changing climate on ac­ 
count of disease can imly pick 
what looks like a desirab le .spot 
and then try it for several months 
even if results are good for them, 
it may not b e for .someone else. 
Why a change of climate should 
b e helpful in some cases ‘is n o t 
q uite clear. Most warmer regions 
do not have the variation in tern- 
per^iwe from season to season 
that is present in northern re­ 
gions. Ab o, there are likely to 
b e fewer storms, ai>d storms seem 
to b e hard for some human b odies 
to tirice. For example, there is a 
tendency toward fewer cases of 
illness and even a lower death 
rate in regions like Australia and 
Argentina which have few storms. 
Some medical investigators are 
inclined to place great emphasa.* 
on climate and weather in relation 
to disease.
